. I'lopriu'.it of Kentucky's economic 
rcNOurce-. 

Incorporated as a shoestring or- 
ganization a little more than four 
ears ago. the Foundation has 
-'rown into an $80,000 research 
agency. 

The foundation, though largely 
unnoticed by Kentucky business and 
indtistrj-. is rapidly acquiring a fav- 
orable reputation among oat-of- 
state Industrial concerns as a nil- 
able research agency. 

Thus far. all work as.sociated With 
plannIn^. promotion and operation 
of the research project has been 
done by individuals holding other 
fuU-time assignments at the Uni- 
versity.

Evidence of the weird assortment 
of names ol Kentucky towns and 
cities can i)e found in the "Guide to 
the Pronunciation of Kentucky
